HE manner in which 
the Persian crisis 
has been solved as 
far as the UNO is con- 
cerned has increased 
rather than lessened the 
anxieties of statesmen 
behind the diplomatic 
scene. 

They cannot hide their sus- 
picions about the sudden 
“complete agreement in all 
outstanding questions between 
Russia and Persis,” offigially 
announced by Moscow after 
months of bitter wrangling. 

Member States of the Security 
Council will want considerably 
more information before they are 
sa‘isfied about the future. 

Among the points they have 
raised include: 

(1) Was the new treaty forced 
on Persia in one of those subtle 
ways which are features of 
Soviet diplomacy?; and 

(2) Are there any secret 
clauses tacked on to the treaty? 
With their hopes of the Dar- 

danelles still in the melting pot, 
tas probable rather than possible 
that the Soviet have now secretly 
secured right of way over the 
railway from the Caspian Sea to 
the Persian Gulf. 

The significance of this cannot 
he overestimated. It is the system 
built by Britain and America to 
speed supplies to Russia in her 

dark hour ”—and a very efficient

Today there is reason to think 

at Soviet experts have recently 

impleted plans for doubling the 
rrving capacity of the track. 
Another point raised is: 

Will the new treaty result, in 
practice, in Soviet dominance 
of Persia as similar “ complete 
agreements” have done in 
Eastern Europe? 

This possibility at once raises 
speculation on where Russia's 
justifiable strategic defence policy 
ends and expansionism begins.

Moscow, Saturday. 

Problem of Moscov's over- 
crowded city transport has been 
solved by the City Soviet 

They have divided all offices 
and institutions into three cate- 
gories with different 
hours. 

The first group will begin work 
at 9.30 a.m., the second at 10 a.m.. 
and the third at 10.30 a.m., instead 
of all rushing to work at 9.30, 


“No country, great or small, has legitimate 
interests in the Near and Middle East which cannot 
be reconciled with the interests of other nations 
through the United Nations.”
